Christmas Hopes. 


The Irish Free State’s first Christmas 
Day will have passed before another issue 
of this newspaper is in our readers’ hands, 
It is the season when-people like to look 
upon the bright side of things, and 
though, wherever we turn our gaze in 
Southern Ireland to-day, it meets the 
marks of strife and destruction, the bright 
side is not lacking. While the pulpits 
are preaching good-will, let us remember 
thankfully that much good-will has gone 
to the making of the Free State. The 
mass of the Irish nation has closed its 
Icng quarrel with England—in token 
whereof Dublin- gave the friendliest of 
farewells to the British troops. At every 
stage of the peace negotiations the British 
Government acted not merely with 
scrupulous honour, but in the spirit that 
gives human warmth to political dealin gs ; 
and in taking this attitude it interpreted 
the wishes and ‘feelings of the British 
race. Every country, indeed, has watched 
the consummation ot Ireland's liberty with 
unselfish joy. The Free State was born 
in a world-atmosphere of good-will, and, 
if it fails to seize the peace and prenpertly 
that are within its grasp, the whole world 
“will mourn. Let us be thankful too, 
that the dawn of self-government has 
inspired new stirrings of good-will among 
ourselves. Amid so much that is lament- 
able and wicked—so much ruin, so many 
outbursts of senseless hatred—we have 
witnessed a drawing together of Irishmen of 
all parties, creeds and classes in the 
national service. ae fear that 
sectarian passion woulf be quick to invade 
the scene has been dispelled, as/we think, 
once. for all. Representatives of the 
minority have received a cordial welcome 
in the Free State Pavliament, where they 
are winning their? way to influence and 
respect. The hone#} of the Government's 
attitude to minority interests is beyond 
question. The constitution of the Senate, 
and its first, debates, are full of promise 
for the future of an Ireland in which 
former suspicions, jealousies and pre- 
judices will be recalled only as sad and 
ancient history. The bright side of things 
is really bright, and there -will be no 
excuse for pessimism in our 
thoughts. 

There are stern reasons, 
we must banish pessimism—the 
barren and unnerving of all shapes of 
mind, We need every ounce of courage, 
strength, and sanity that Ireland possesses 
if we are to grapple successfully with the 
dangers that confront us. Last night’s 
fatal attack in the streets of Dublin is 
a grim reminder of the darker side of the 
Free State's first i ‘Christmas—a dreadful 
denial of the divine message of good-will. 
The nation’s vital task will remain un- 
fulfilled until the campaign of death and 
destruction is ended and order is restored 
throughout the land. All sensible Irishmen 


indeed, 
mos 


| pray that peace may come without any 


further shedding of~ blood. They pray 
that the enemies of the Free State may 
consent even now, for Ireland’s sake, to 
seek their object by constitutional means. 
There would -be general and heartfelt 
thanksgiving if, at the season: when God 
and men desiré peace on earth, 
Senate’s overture should secure it at last 
for this weary and distracted land. There 


peace—that the nation should be required 
to sacrifice its new liberties and: its vast 
opportunities of progress. These it will, 
and must, defend at any cost because the 
alternative is chaos, The people abhor 
the thought of vengeance. They will 
countenance no acts of panic or mere 
passion; but they will support every 
measure that, in the considered ‘view of 
Executive and -Parliament, is needed for 
the salvation of the State. Two things 
Southern Ireland must win, and must win 
quickly, if she is te thrive in the coming 
years—peace within her own borders and 
a real understanding with North-East 
Ulster. If these things were in, sight 
to-day, our Christmas wishes for all Irish- 
men would be offered not only from a 
sincere, buf from a secure and happy, 
heart. 
a 
Delays of Peace. 

In some respects the years which have 
elapsed” since the Armistice have been 
even more destructive than those terrible 
years of slaughter that are becoming 
a memory. To-day there are more 
men under arms in. Europe. than! 
there were in 1914, when German mili- 
tarism launched. tts final blow at the 
world. From the English Channel to the 
Ural mountains nations are arming them- 
selves again, while ‘hunger, with all its 
attendant horrors, stalks through the 
cities of Europe’s fallen empires. Men of 
good-will ate trying everywhere to foster a 
spirit of friendship among the peoples; 
but hatred has buried its roots deep in

hopes were set have been discredited. 
None of them has stood the test of time, 
and at least one of them, the Treaty of 


Lausanne the statesmen of Europe are 
making a gallant attempt to repair the 
mistakes of that disastrous instrument, but 
their efforts are meetingewith scant suc- 
cess. . When the Turks accepted the Allics’ 
terms in regard to the regulation of the 
Straits problem we warned our readers 
that danger lay ahead. The Turks yielded 
on the Straits question only to stiffen their 
obstinate attitude on all other points, 
with the result that a deadlock has been 
reached on almost every outstanding ques- 
tion. The Sub-Commissions on the 
Patriarchate, the minorities, the exchange 
of populations, and finance have been 
forced to report failure, and have referred 
these several problems back to the major 
conference, The united front which is 
being presented by the Allies may convince 
the Turks that further trifling will not pe 
tolerated ; but the outlook is not bright, 
and there is small hope that the con- 
ference will have finishéd its work by the 
new year. 

The Prime Ministers of the chief Allied 
countries will meet again in Paris early 
next month to decide once and for all how 


much Germany must pay to her 
creditors, and. how she shall pay it. 
Upon this decision the whole peaco of 
Europe will depend. The German 
problem goes to tle very root of the 
world’s unrest, and until it has been 


settled beyond fear of failure very jittle 
progress can be made with anything else: 
Since the meeting of Mr. Bonar Law with 
his French, Italian, and Belgian colleagues 
in London, the genera] situation ‘has taken 
a slightly more hopeful turn. The Ameri- 
can Government, has intervened, “un- 
officially,’’ and, if the Allies can come to 


selves,- there is little doubt that an ex- 
tensive international] loan will be financed 
in the United States. In that event Ger- 
many will be given new life, and France, 
for the first time in four years, will find 
‘herself within sight of those repara- 
tions for which she has striven so 
long. America will figure again in Euro- 
pean affairs. Her financial intervention 
wil] forge a ne bond between the old and 


the new worlds and the prospects of peace 


}.1n Europe will improve beyond measure. 


The year that is passing has been a failure 
in international poljiics. A new start is 
essential. All the world is yearning for an 
end to the excursions and alarums of the 
past four years. The nations have been 
living in an atmosphere of continual un- 
certainty, with the. result that their 
normal] activities have been almost ex- 
tinguished and their natural development 
virtually has ceased. Let us hope sincerely 
that a new spirit is about to be born in 
the world and that it will “é us a long- 
awaited peace. 


The Marne. 


At the Invalides in Paris hes been 
installed an ordinary taxi-cab which for 
nine years has been plying for hire upon 
the Boulevards, carrying’ families: to’ the 
theatre and business men to their appoint- 
ments. . For one night, however, this most 
commonplace convenience of modern life 
filled a glorious and unforgettable réle. 
On the night of September 7th, 1914, the 
Battle of the Marne was drawing to its 
climax. Looking back, we know now that 
the Marne was the most important battle 
of the war. It put a stop to the on-rolling 
masses of the German invasion and con- 
verted the war of movement into a war 
of field fortifications which allowed time 
or the enlistment and training of the 
farces of the British Empire. Yet on the 
fateful night the Allied position was not 
ising. Sarrail could make no way 
against the army of the Crown Prince; 
Langle de Carey had both flanks “nenaced ; 
Foch had been drawn back over the 
marshes of St. Gond. Qnly the British, 
and the French Fifth Army on their right, 
had: advanced, and were begimning to 
intrude between von Biilow and von Kluck, 
who commanded the two armies on the 
extreme wing of the German forces. Could 
the French line withstand the attack on 
its centre long enough to allow the British 
advance to become so threatening that the 
Germans must retire? Above all, could 
Manoury, in command of the French Sixth 
Army on the Ourcq, contain von Kluck 
long eriough to prevent him from trans- 
ferring forces to close the breach between 
his army and that of von Bilow? Manoury 
was in straits. His troops had been 
destined to turn the flank of von Kluck 

d drive him headlong towards the centre 
‘of. the line; but the plan had be ~ dis- 
covered and von Kluck, ablest of the 
German Army commanders, had made 
fresh dispositions to meet the danger. The 
encircler was encircled, and it seemed as 
if Manoury must be broken The nearest 
reserves were in Paris, where they had 
just detrained after a long journey from 
the South of France; they could not, by 
marching, reach the battle front in time 
to stay defeat. General Gallieni resolved 
upon a desperate expedient. The taxi- 
cabs of Paris were requisitioned to. the 
number of 1,200, and, carrying apiece five 
men, of the neWwly-arrived troops, they 
started for the front. Twice in, the night 
was the perilous journey completed - and 
in all half of -the Seventh Division “was 
flung.into the fray. In this section of the 
line they could not gain local victory, but 
they could avert local defeat, and this 
was all that was needed. By September 
Oth the gap between von Bilow and von 
Kluck was too wide to be neglected. The 
German right wing was. forced to retire 
and the German centre must conform. The 
taxi-drivers of Paris had saved the Marne 
and the Marne had saved France: Well 
may Taxi-cab 2,862 B. 7 take an honoured 
rest in the Invalides. ..

lengthening days the re-birth and victory of 
the Sun over the powers of. Darkness. We 
may not, however, conclude that the Christian 
Church ° deliberately chose this parteeie da 
for the birthday commemoration of Christ wi 
the object of Christiano a popular heathen 
festiv. The 25th r was fixed upon 
as the date of the. Nativity of Christ “as the 
result of the calculations of Hippo but 
the coincidence of dates was, oubtless, 
Thus the Day of the 
Unconqueréd Sup became the day of the 
festival 6f the birth of Him Who. is for 
Christians the true Sun of Righteousness. 

As a Christian festival Christmas is charged 
with significance and happy influence. 

For one thing, and that the chief - it 
commemorates the birth of Him Who, to give 
Him no nigher place, is the greatest, the most 
gracious, the most deeply- influential figure of 
history. One wonders what course history 
would have taken during the last nineteen 
hundred years if Christ had not been born in 
Bethlehem. When He came the olden pagan 
faiths had long been discredited. Society was 
corrupt and the Empire was hastening to dis- 
solution. Jt was an age without hope and 
without God.

It is, of course, vain to speculate on what 
might have been the course of human things 
minus Christ. What we certainly know is that 
the world was about as bad and despairing as 
it could be when He came, and that He intro- 

uced a new spirit of love and hope, of faith 
n God, in immortahty, in human brotherhood 
and progress before unknown to men, save 
in faint gleams. Christianity did not save the 
Empire from its doom, nor did it save Europe 
from the long, dark night of anarchy and war 
when Rome ceased to be mistress of the world. 
But it does mot, therefore, follow that Chris- 
tianity failed, or that history took its course 
independent of Chríft All that we ‘affirm is 
that the new spirit and vision and impulse 
| ne to men by Christ did not fail, but, Pike 

eaven, ‘worked its way silently and secretly, 
bearing, its witness against wrong and oppres- 
sion and cruelty. 

This brings us back to the primary meaning 
of Christmas. It is not a relic of an old pagan 
festival, whether Roman or Norse; nor is it 
only an occasion for feasting and the visits of 
Santa Claus. What it recalls is “that birth 
for ever blessed” that has meant so much for 
mankind. This it is which gives to it a 
quality of joy possessed by no other festival 
‘of the Christian year. 

Christmas bas long been the one principal 
occasion for family reunions. How many 
thousands of persons will be in motion these 
days by rail and road in Ireland to join the 
family ‘circle round the festal board. Out of 
Dublin aud into it, and to distant villages and 
farms, they are hurrying after long-sundering 
absences, mostly youthful, but some old, with 
eager feet, ‘going. home,” they will say. 
What force of attraction there is in the family 
circle thus to summon the scattered members 
together; how deeply felt, sáve where, . un- 
happily, some bitter root has been eaten that 
has turned the natural affections into gall. 


It is remarkable that. in ancient Ireland 
there was prevalent a custom unfriendly to 
the: closeness of the family bond. This was 
fosterage, a custom by which the child, boy 
or girl, was from a vt early age brought up 
and .traingd in the household not of the 

arents, but of a tribesman or foster parent 

‘he result of this was that the ties of affec- 
tion did not follow the natural line of blood 
relationship, and that the interests of the 
individual were diverted from the family to 
his group. The custom must have been ex- 
tremely old and deep-rooted in venerable tra- 
dition, or it would not have held its ground | 
against the natura] family instincts. The 
coming of Christianity to Ireland,” however, 
affected this as it did every other ancient ‘us- 
tom. The family instinct - reinforced by 
Christianity asserted itself, and fosferage Jis- 
appeared. And now there are few countries 
where family feeling is as strong as in lre- 
land. No Christian festival emphasises the 
gracious aspects of Christian duty as coes 
Christmas. It possesses a soveréign heart- 
opening power, so that many who all the year 
have made their faces hard toward tie world 
are at this season moved to acts of remem- 
brance and kindness all too rare. There are 
other aspects of the great Christian festival! 
deserving of notice. It is very notably the 
Children’s Day. It is the season for the te- 
newal of friendships, a time most fit for the 
forgiveness and healing of wounds. In ‘par- 
ticular do the Christmas bells ring out the 
ancient universal message of peace and good- 
will among men. That this message, which 
heralded the advent of Christ, may find 
response in every Irish heart will ‘be the

ANOTHER HISTORIC CHURCH 


BURNED. 


The entiré Fire Department was called out 
on Thursday evening (says Renter's Quebec 
Correspondent) to extinguish a fire at the 
Notre Dame Church, one of the most. beauti- 
ful churches in Canada, a wealth of 
artistic .treasures. 

By 1.40 yesterday morning the flames had 
gained great headway, and it seemed that the 
entire building would be destroved. 

The loss, which is estimated at 1,000,000 
dollars, is covered by insurance. 

Vast crowds gathered to witness the con- 
flagration. The flames gradually eat their way. 
through the edifice, and at one period the 
illuminations of the beautiful stained glass 
windows seemed as though the church was 
lighted np for one of the religious celebra- 
tions, 

The vicar and his assistants tried without 
success to save the Sacred Host and the 
Sacred veseels. . i 

The church dates back to 1647. 

Tbe Chief of the Provisoinal Police Force 
states that the fire was the work of an incen- 
diary. He received a letter. that the church 
would be burned on December 28th. 

The police have been informed that an advo- 
cate saw a man come out of the church at 
11.30 on Thursday night, an hour after the 
sexton had laid the fires for the night. 

As many of the doors locked: automatically, 
it would be easy for the incendiary to conceal 
himself in the church, and leave at any time. 

This is the ninth Roman Catholic institu- 
tion visited by a severe fire wthin a few 
weeks.

THE MARK SCANDAL. 


CHARGES AGAINST GERMAN- 
AMERICAN: BANKERS. 
IRISH TIM™S FOREIGN: SERVICE.

Charging that a group of Atnerican-German 
bankers have cleaned up millions in the last 
mark eee at the expense of the 
German public and: industry, the industria] 
leaders here are urging the Government to 
begin an investigation which, they jnsist, wil] 
divulge one of the greatest financial scandal: 
since the flight of German capital from 
Norway. 

Thesé leaders say that the stabilisation of 
the mark without the necessary preparation 
to adjust the cost of living and wages on 
some common basis, means nothing short of a 
catastrophe to the country. 

The claim is made that although the 
bankers realised well that no attempt was 
being made towards stabilisation, false 
rumours were launched in the Press that this 
was actually under way, and! that a big 
American loan was contemplated. These 
rumours, it-is charged here, are directly trace- 
able to the group of bankers. : 

immediate result was a rush for the 
purchase of marks, which were held by the 
bankers, and who immediately raised the 
price. It is significant that the New York 
Exchange at certain times was nearly 1,000 
marks lower on the dollar than Berlin. For 
some time the Reichsbank. has been quietly 
buying up marke with valuta. 

Big orders came in for America. Bankers 
who wanted to buv dollars sold off their 
marks at their own price. 

“Everyone connected with banking and 
financial circles knew that American bankers 
cannot discuss leags until the reparations are 
regulated,’ declared one of Germany’s lead- 
ing industrials to me. -‘‘ The bankera. sell 
bonds to the pecple. No reliable banker 
could recommend a loan on securities against 
which others have got first mortgage, with 
the right to foreclosure, which France now 
has.. - The public, of course, are deceived 
always.” 


EFFECT OF MANIPULATION.

FORCED TO DRINK WHISKY AND 


THEN ROBBED. 


At the Dunshaughlin District Sessions 
Court yesterday, during the hearing of a 
licensing prosecution, which was dismissed, 
evidence was given by Mr. Patrick Fagan, 
proprietor of the Spencer Arms Hotel, Drum- 
ree, of an audacious robbery which was com- 
mitted on his licensed premises recently by 
a small band of robbers. 

Between 12 and 1 o'clock on the night 
of November 29 three men, who were masked 
and armed, knocked at the door and called 
on Mr. Fagan to “come down quick.”” When 
the door was opened they ordered him to 
fill out six glasses of “ grog ” at the point of 
the revolver. The glasses were emptied, and 
he was ordered to fill them:a second and a 
third time, the publican being covered with a 
revolver all the time. Then the men searched 
the till, and took £8 14s.: 7d:, and from Mr. 
Fagan’s pockets they took £34 2s. 3d. One 
of the men, reaching up to a shelf, took five 
small bottles of Power's whiskey and filled 
out more drink for tho others. ey wanted 
to go upstairs, but one of the men intervened 
with the remark: “ That is enongh; that is 
all he has.” They then took 14 half-pints 
of whiskey, 16 small bottles of Powet’s 
whiskey and three large bottles, a bottle of 
port, and 50s. worth of Player’s cigarettes. 

Next they knocked up two grooms who 
were in the yard—Englishmen in the employ- 
ment of a hunting gentleman—and a man of 
Mr. Fagan’s. Making them put on their 
boots, they marched them into the premises 
and forced them to: drink a quantity of 
whiskey. By way of a return, they took 
from one of the grooms all the money that he 
had—£2; from the second man 30s., and from 
Mr. Fagan’s servant man all the money that 
he had—a sum of 2d., and a half-onnce of 
tohacco. They left, and were not seen again.

Many thousands of interned Irish prisoners 
will spend Christmas in various internment 
camps throughout [reland. This is not due to 
the desire of the Free Stete Government to 
hold them in custody. 

If the men who are intertied will give a 
promise, in the terms which the Government 
offered to them, they can obtain their liberty 
at once. The terms exacted are not onerous ; 
they call for no recantation of political convic- 
tions; they involve a simple promise not to 
take arms against the responsible Government, 
and not to support any such action. 

We. are informed that- with the approach of 


the Christmas season there have been many ap- 
i ications for permission to sign, and hundreds 
avé already been released On one dav 


during the present week upwards of 100 
warrants for release were signed. 


It is unfortunate for many tliat they de- 
layed making their applications until 
Christmas was quite near, As is well known, 


some men have heretofore signed thé pramise, 
but they did not keep it, and. for this reason 


the authorities have f und it necessary care- 
fully to investigate every application. If the 
undertaking of the applicant is found to be 
correct he will be released, and if there is Any 
doubt he will be retained. These investiga-

CHRISTMAS MESSAGE TO 
ULSTER. 


The Prime Minister of Northern Ireland (Sir 
James Craig) has issued the following message 
to the peop'e of. Ulster :— 

“1 cannot allow this bpried of the year to 
pass without sending a brief message to the 
people of Ulster to wish them every joy a 
happiness throughout Christmastide and the 
New Year. 

“There were times during the past twelve 
months when the outlook was, indeed, gloomy ; 
but if, as I hone, we have now emerged from 
under the shadows it is in no small degree 
attributable to the spirit and courage of the 
people of Ulster themselves, and to the eelf- 
sacrifice of those who willingly came forward 
to defend their native land. 

‘It has been impossible for me, with the 
many demands upon my time, to visit the 
different towns and villages, as I should wish 
to have done, in order personally to thank the 
people for their loyalty and devotion during 
the past days of storm and stress, and, there- 
fore..I take this opportunity to make public 
acknowlederhent of my appreciation of it once 
again, and to reiterate the tribute to them 
which I have more than once expressed with 


i deep, thanikfulness\and pride in our Northern 


House of Commons. 

“Their deportment in face of very great 
trial and difficulties shows that the best quali- 
ties of the old Ulster stock still exist, and that 
the people to-day are determined to maintain 
inviolate the heritage of their forefathers, and 
to hand it on unimpaired to those who in 
their day and generation will be called upon to 
guard the sacred trust. 

‘‘ With thankfulness, therefore, we are able 
to appreach this great anniversary which is 
solemnised throughout the Christian world 
and to look forward to the opening year with 
hope and confidence.

UNTRAINED MIDWIVES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—We recently noted a report in your 
eblumnus stating that in Strabane Union the 
Commissioners had called the attention of 
solicitors to instances where untrained women 
have attenled maternity cases. The Midwives 
(Ireland) Act, of 1918, was passed with the 
idea of protecting the public and the trained, 
certificated midwife from these “ handy- 
women’; but I regret to say that, as far as 
we can see, the Act is practically a dead- 
letter. As far as we know, it is ‘not being 
admin’stered by any local authority, except, 
perhaps, in the North.. Hundreds of these 
““handy-women' menace the lives of our 
women and children every day, even here in 
the City of Dublin, and nothing is done to 
stop them. We approached the master and 
matron of one of the cify maternity hospitals, 
and were most sympathetically listened to: 
but nothing was done. nurses of the 
various baby clubs can. recount heartrending 
cases where they visit after the ministrations 
of these “‘handy-women”™ at birth. The 
“handy-women ' are not digeouraged jn any 
way. Their signatures are accepted by insur- 
ence sqcieties for maternity benefit purposes. 
Their services are availed of by doctors all 
over the country and by the students from our 
city maternity hospi :
